‘About 300,000 Germans and Austrians 
in Territory of Former Czar 


. German and Austrian troops now 
occupying tetfitory of the former 
Russian empire number about 300,- 
000. This excludes Finland. The ad- 
vanced. enemy line begins at Narva, 
on the bay of Narva in Esthonia 
(about 90 miles west of Petrograd) 
and runs through Pskov, Oshsa 
Kurst, Valuiki, Novo Tcherka and 
Rostov on Don, 

More than one-half of the Black 
Sea fleet which escaped from Sebas- 
topol is now at Novo Rossick, where 
the Bolsheviki are in control, al- 
though.German submarines are re- 
ported to be guardmg the entrance 
to the harbor, 


Turkish troops, the strength of 
which is unknown to the Russian 
military authorities, have advanced 


in Trans-Caucasia from Batum on 
the Black Sea to a point a few miles 
east of Alexandropol (on the rail- 
road running south into Persia). 

German and Austrian ‘troops are 
about equally divided between the 
Ukraine and the district in the north, 
and are kept constantly moving, ap- 
parently with the purpose of pre- 
venting the “Bolsheviki from gaining 
the sympathy of the people. 

The German troops in Finland are 
estimated at from 50,000 to 100,000. 
They are supported by. 50,000. White 
Guards. In Finland, the Germans 
have moved east from the railway 
to Lake Koumto, where they are re- 
pairing the fleet and erecting bar- 
racks for thousands of troops and 
apparently preparing for .a move- 
ment against the Murmansk railway 
in the vicinity of Kim. 

The Germans and White Guards 
are also north of Tornea (at the head 
of the Gulf of Bothnia) and are be- 
ginning a railway extension toward 
Petohengabade.

They didn’t know it, but it was “T. 
N.T,,” trinitrotoluene, a most deadly 
explosive, which had been softened 
by the sun. 

They lighted the substance with a 
match “to see ifsit was tar.” The re-

Home Meat Canning 


Can the Surplus of Your Beef Ring 
Share 


The price of meat is high and like- 
ly to go higher, while every month 
shows an increasing demand for 
beef and pork for. the rations of the 
army. Farm work, in the summer 
at-least, requires a meat diet, and the 
beef ring in the neighbo.hood,. if it 
is a convenience, is not a luxury. 
Sometimes, however, the weckly 
“sHare” is larger than the 
really requires; in these cases the 
surplus may be canned to use after 
the beef ring season has closed. Two 
or three quarts of beef put away 
every week during the summer will 
amotnt~to something worth consid- 
ering, to say nothing of the conven- 
ence Of having fresh home-canned 
meat in the cellar in time of emer- 
gency. - : 

No special equipment is required 
for canning meats, though the steam- 
pressure cooker has the advantage 
of shortening the time of _ steriliza- 
tion, The ordinary boiler with rack 
to keep the jars raised from the bot- 
tom will do very well. It is. better 
in canning meat or any other food 
that requires long cooking, to use 
tather*small jars, pints or quarts 
rather than_the two-quart size. 

“Some housekeepers can meat suc- 
cessfully by-cutting it in pieces, and 
without any preparatory . cooking, 
packing it solidly into jars, filling the 
Jars to within three-fourths of an 
inch from the top, adding salt’ but 
no liquid, screwing on the tops 
lightly and cooking in the boiler. We 
prefer to have the meat partially 
cooked before putting it into the 
jars. Cut the meat into pieces small 
enough to pack easily.in the jars, 
sear and brown it in a greased fry- 
ing pan—the browning develops the 
rich flavor of roast beef. Add a lit- 
tle water and simmer until the meat 
can be torn apart. Remove gristle, 
bone and excessive fat and pack di- 
rectly into jars. Fill with the gravy 
from the frying pan—if there is 
much of it boil it down to about half 
its volume. Add one teaspoonful of 
salt for each quart of meat, place the 
rubbers and tops on the jars, screw 
down lightly, set on the rack in the 
boiler, having the water in the boiler 


d{|come to within an inch of the tops 


of the jars, cover the boiler closely 
and cook for five hours after . the 
water begins to boil. Remove the 
jars, tighten the tops and invert to 
test for leaks. If you have a steam 
pressure canning outfit, it is only 
necessary to leave the jars in for 
three and a half hours at five pounds 
pressure, or for two hours at ten 
pounds pressure. 

Pork may be canned in the same 
way as beef, but an equally good 
method of preserving fresh pork is 
to slice and fry it almost as much as 
you would for immediate use, Have 
a small stone crock or jar washed 
and scalded, and as you take the 
meat from the frying pan put it in 
the crock, pouring some of the fat 
over it. Keep doing this until all the 
meat you want to put away is fried, 
but be sure to have the top com- 
pletely covered with fat; this makes 
a perfect seal. When you begin to 
use this meat from the jar do not 
forget to pour back some melted 
fat after each cooking or the meat 
left exposed will spoil very quickly. 

The canning of chicken may not 
be of so much interest just at this 
time of the year, but there will no 
doubt be a lot of surplus cockerels to 
kill off this fall, and while the mar- 
ket will be good, it is rather im- 
portant to have some canned for 
home use. The following is a very 
good method: Kill the fowl and 
draw at once. Wash carefully and 
cool, cut into pieces and boil until 
meat can be removed from the 
bones. Pack the meat in glass jars 
with the liquid which has been boil- 
ed down to one-half its original vol- 
Add a teaspoonful of salt to 


ume, 
each quart of meat. Place rubber 
and top in positfén, screw rings 
down lightly and cook in _ boiling 


water, as explained above, for three 
and .a+half hours. If you have a 
pressure cooker, two and -a_ half 
hours at five pounds pressure or two 
hours at ten pounds will do.—Farm- 
ers’ Magazine,

—washing dishes, scrubbing floors, 
carrying baggage and babies, serv- 
ing hot coffee and food, and above 
all, keeping up a spirit of hopeful- 
ness and cheerfulness to help the

Salvage Ships 
Sunk By U-Boats 


407 Vessels Recovered by Admiralty 
Department Since January 
1915 


From January, 1915, to the end of 
May, 1918, 407 ships sunk by the 
Germans in British waters have been 
salvaged, according to details of the 
work of the admiralty salvage de- 
partment, madc public in the press. 

Up to December, 1917, 260 ships 
were recovered, -In_ the present 

ear to the end of May, 147 have 

een salvaged, the increase being 
due to improved methods. 

Among the difficulties encountered 
has been the emission of poisonous 
gasses from the rotting cargoes of 
sunken ships, which sometimes have 
caused the loss of lives. One salvage 
ship was torpedoed while working on 
a wreck, while sometimes the work 
of weeks is. destroyed by the rough 
sea. Feats performcd by the salvage 
department includes the raising of a 
large collier, sunk in twelve fathoms 
of water and involving a dead lift of 
3,500 tons.

Manufacture of Knitting Wool From 
the Combings of Dogs 


War is responsible for many new 
and unexpected industries not the 
least of wh'ch is the manufacture of 
knitting wool from the combings of 
dogs. A few ladies conceived the 
idea from utilizing the combings in 
this way and after long and patient 
experimenting the process of spin- 
ning was perfected, 
become interested in the discovery 
and a small room in the Victoria and 


Albert Museum has been set aside 
for an exhibit of the work. Impor- 
tant propositions have come from 


the commercial world which was 
quick to see the possibilities of this 
new industry but, while the war 
lasts there is no commercial side to 
the undertaking. 

Long-haired dogs furnish the ma- 
terial used, and wool of unusual silk- 
iness and softness is spun from their 
combings. A pale, gold sock light as 
silk but whose warmth is instantly 
realized when the sock is held to the 


cheek or against the hand was knit- 
d}ted from the combings of a Pekin- 


gese. The whitest and softest of 
socks for the wounded come from 
the combings of a white poodle. Car- 
digas* or hard-wearing socks of soft 
grey are furnished by the old Eng- 
lish sheep dog. Black as jet, stain- 
less and glossy is the wool given by 
the curly retriever. 

Collies, Cockers, Chows and Pom- 
eranians, Barzois and Yorkshires per- 
ky or dignified all yield the most de- 
lightful wool. Lightness and _ soft- 
ness and warmth are truly admirable 
qualities in wool but this new kind 
possesses unheard of wearing quali- 
ties. Absolute proof of this is given 
in a grey cardigan which has been 
worn in the front line continuously 
since last autumn and washed _ re- 
peatedly without showing the least 
sign of wear.
